9.7633 miles accepted and can ex- 
pect approximately $3,150

A rumor that a Philadelphia 
orphanage was looking for a sub- 
urban location in Narberth caused 
the Narberth Borough Council to 
pass an amendment to their zon- 
ing ordinance Monday night. 

The council first called for a 
public hearing to be held at 8 
P. M. on Monday night, and when 
no one appeared to either contest 
or approve of the change, the 
Council passed the new ordinance. 

Councilmen were fearful that if 
an orphanage was established 
here the children would attend 
the public school and impose a 
financial burden on the school 
board. 

The amendment to the zoning 
code would prevent such an or- 
ganization from establishing an 
orphanage unless it obtained spe- 
cial permission from the Bor- 
ough's Board of (zoning) Adjust- 
ment.

Lower Merion Township com- 
missioners after interviewing five 
candidates for the vacant Pencoyd 
commissioner post Wednesday 
night appointed Joseph V. Wright, 
47. 1126 Woodbine Ave.. Penn 
Valley. 

Their appointment made in the 
cross fire of Republican Party fac- 
tions immediately touched off sev- 
eral political boomerangs in the 
Township. 

In making the appointment the 
commissioners also passed over two 
heavily -signed petitions in which 
about 89 percent of the voting 
population of the district urged 
the appointment of other men. 

The other candidates interviewed 
were Donald Sykes, a relative of 
Frank H. Sykes. former president 
of the Board of Commissioners; 
C. Brooke Jones, Jr.. former Armv 
Air Forces captain and son of the 
former commissioner who died: 
Rocco Burdo, ex-service man who 
spent more than three years in 
the Southwest Pacific; Joseph 
Conway, former owner of the 
Egyptian Theatre and past direc- 
tor of Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood 
Club. 

Both Burdo and Jones present- 
ed petitions to the commissioners 
1 which were signed by residents of 



Pencoyd. including West Mana- 
yunk and Cynwyd Estates. There 
were 450 signatures on Burdo's 
petition and Jones had about 300 
backers. Conway also had a pe- 
tition in circulation.

Among other things, the able and amiable Eisenhower Is known, 
as a man who never forgets his friends. 



The 17th of January, 1946, is 
the 240th. anniversary of the mrtn 
of Benjamin Franklin, Pennsyl- 
vania's greatest citizen. 

In all human history there are 
few men worthy to be set beside 
Franklin for the versatility and 
brililance of their achievements. 
A poor boy, with no start in life 
but that provided by his own 
energy and ability, he became one 
of America's most successful busi- 
nessman, its greatest man ot 
science, its leading statesman, and 
its most practical citizen. A mere 
catalogue of Franklin'e achieve- 
ments presents an astonishing 
picture of the importance of one 
man's life to the future of his 
nation and of the world. 

In science, working with crude 
instruments and far from any 
sources of instruction, he dis- 
covered the nature ot atmospheric 
electricity and proved the exist 
ence of positive and negative elec 
tricity. In so doing he founded a 
whole branch of science of incal- 
culable importance to man. He 
formed a correct theory as to the 
origin of prevailing storms, as to 
the course of the Gulf stream and 
the nature of water spouts. He 
invented the lightning rod, the bi- 
focal spectacle, and the first prac- 
ticable device for the central heat- 
ing of homes. 

As a citizens he is responsible 
for the first organized first protec- 
tion and for the paving and clean- 
ing of streets; for the invention of 
a practical street lamp; for the 
founding of the first circulating 
library; the first hospital and the 
first school in which the English 
language was the basis of higher 
education— a school which after- 
wards became the University of 
Pennsylvania. He established the 
first Provincial Militia, organized 
the North West Territory, and in- 
stigated the first issuance of paper 
money. 

As a statesman he early pro- 
posed a plan for the union of the 
English colonies in America. He 
brought about the repeal of the 
British Stamp Act. He persuaded 
France to come to the assistance 
of the united colonies in their 
struggle for independence. He ne- 
gotiated the Treaty of Peace with 
Great Britain. He was the Chair- 
man of the First Constitutional 
Convention for the United States 
which adopted the Articles of Con- 
federation. He was the first Post 
Master General of the United 
States and was three times re- 
elected as the President of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

With only two or three years of 
common school education, he be- 
came one of America's foremost 
men of letters, a member of the 
Roval Society of Great Britain 
which bestowed on him the Copley 
medal for his scientific discoveries

the Township $189,000 additional 
revenue this year. 

But even with the additional 
revenue this year's budget provides 
for little more than maintain- 
ing present township services and 
catching up on some of the road 
and other work that had to be 
postponed during the war. 

Highlights of the expenditures 
are the establishment of an em- 
ployes' retirement system and a 
pay boost for all employes, final 
details of which are still to be 
worked out. 

One of the glaring omissions 
is the failure of commissioners 
to appropriate anything for the 
acquisition of parking plots to 
relieve traffic congestion in the 
Township's business centers of 
Bryn Mawr, Ardmore and Bala- 
Cynwyd. Neither does the budget 
contain any appropriations for 
acquiring or constructing cont- 
inuity center buildings, which 
are being urged by several civic 
groups as suitable war memor- 
ials. 

Veterans Center 
The budget contains no provis- 
ion for any extensive postwar pro- 
gram. Commissioners expressed 
the belief that needed repair work 
should come first and that by the 
time this is caught up both the

Wynnewood attorney and the 
board's new president, gave these 
reasons for the tax increase: 

1. To restore the manpower of 
the police department to pre- 
war levels.

On the Job Training 

Veterans' administration offi- 
cials say there is a decided trend 
among veterans who are taking 
advantage of the provisions of the 
educational features of the G.I. 
bill to get away from college and 
university study in favor of on- 
the-job training for various trades. 
This trend was also noticeable fol- 
lowing World War I. 

As of December 1 there were 
103,526 veterans taking on-the- 
job training or enrolled in col- 
leges and universities and officials 
point out that if the heavy enroll- 
ment continues, many schools will 
be swamped with applications by 
the time the Fall terms open in 
' 1946: Disabled veterans are also 
taking advantage oi Public Law 
No. 16 and as of December 1 there 
were 35,353 in training— 24.126 in 
schools and 11,227 on-the-job 
trainees. 

The veterans' administration 
has also announced that there are 
more than 87,000 veterans, an all- 
time peak, receiving hospital 
treatment and domiciliary care 
and with a tremendous increase 
hospital facilities are taxed to ca- 
pacity. 
Questions and Answers 

Q. — My husband, who has been 
in the army for 28 months, who 
spent 19 months in France and is 
now in Japan, should be eligible 
for a discharge. Will he get one 
soon? He is a corporal and in the 
549th Tort. Co. — Wife, Scottsboro, 
Ala. 

A. — Your husband is stationed 
in Kure. Japan, as of December 
26. and the war department has 
no word on when his company will 
be moved home. 

Q. — How many points will dis- 
charge a navy enlisted man and 
how are points counted for depen- 
dents? — Navy wife, Thayer, Mo. 

A. — The navy allows 10 points 
for dependency, regardless of the 
number of children. On January 
1. 1946. the navy point score drop- 
ped to 36 points for enlisted men 
and 43 for officers. The navy an 
nounced further one points cuts 
to go into effect January 15 and 
Fabruary 2. 

Q. — My husband will have been 
in the army three years the 26th 
of December. He was recently 
sent overseas to Japan. He arrived 
tlterc November 18. He is in the 
32nd division. Will he have to stay 
there after the bill is passed in 
February that tliree-ycar men will 
be eligible for discharge, even 
though he is in the occupational 
army? — Mrs. L. R. M., Pocahontas, 
Iowa. 

A.' — The army says your hus 
band is at Kukrata. Japan, and 
that high point men will be 
screened out of the 32nd division 
to be brought home as soon as 
transportation is available. They 
will make no predictions on the 
possible passage of the bill to 
which you refer. 

Q. — My husband was a veteran 
of World War I, serving five 
months and three days. At the 
time he was to go overseas he be- 
came ill and remained in the hos 
pital 114 days with pneumonia and 
measles and his right car was af- 
fected. He cannot hear from that 
car and has a medical record 
showing he was sick, but they 
won't give him a pension. He is 
52 years old and the doctor says 
he is unable to work. Is there 
any way you can help get a pen 
sion? — Wife, Jamison, Ala. 

A. — If your husband has made 
application to the veterans' ad 
ministration for a disability rating 
and if he has been turned down, 
he has the right to ask for a re 
view of his case. He also has the 
right to appeal the decision to a 
reviewing board of the veterans' 
administration. Suggest you write 
the nearest- regional office of the 
veterans administration about 
your husband's case. 

Q. — My husband served a little 
over three months in World War 
I. He has been in the veterans' 
hospital at Wadsworth, Kans., two 
different times in the last two 
years. He is still weak and very 
nervous, unable to do but very 
.little work and goes all to pieces. 
^1 want to know if there is any 
way we ran get help. — Mrs. D. S., 
Gashland. Mo. 

A. — If your husband is disabled 
as you say. you have the right to 
file for a disability rating with the 
veterans' administration and if 
given a disability he is entitled to 
a pension. Suggest you take the 
matter up with your nearest 
regional veterans' administration, 
probably at Kansas City. 

Q. — I have been told that serv- 
icemen arc entitled to a raise in 
their salary for overseas duty 
which would increase the service- 
man's family allowance. My hus- 
band has been overseas 10 months. 
He is a 2nd class season. He had 
this rating when he went overseas 
and my allotment check has re- 
mained the same. Would like to 
know if I am entitled to any ad- 
ditional allotment since he has 
been overseas. — Mrs. E. W. L., 
Dutton, Ala. 

A. — The navy department says 
there is no increase in allotment 
of navy men when they go to sea.

Loan Applications 
Under Act 46,836 

Applications approved for guar- 
anteed home. farm, and business 
loans under the Servicemen's Re- 
adjustment Act of 1944 (G. I. Bill 
of Rights) new total 46.836, the 
Veterans Administration an- 
nounced recentlv. 

Of the 46.836 applications for 
loan guarantees approved by the 
VA. by far the largest number — 
42.555 — were for homes: 3,276 
were for small businesses and onlv 
1.005 for farms. 

Amendments which greatly 
liberalized the original Service- 
men's Readjustment Act were 
signed late in December, but un- 
til new VA procedures can be 
drafted, all loan guarantee appli- 
cations are bein? orocessed under 
terms of the old law. Under the 
amendments, Hip VA has 90 days 
in which to draft new regulations. 
However, the new procedures' and 
liberalized features will be put In 
operation as Quickly as they are 
drafted.

Naval Veterans Are 
Receiving Practical 
On- Job Training 

Get Allowance of 
$65 to $115 While 
Working in Shops 

Through a cooperative arrange- 
ment between the Navy Depart- 
ment and the Veterans Adminis- 
tration, 160 veterans are receiving 
on-the-job training, for govern- 
ment and private industrial jobs, 
at naval installations in the 
Washington area, Howard F. 
Dickensheets, manager of the 
Washington VA Regional Office, 
announced recently. 

Enrolled for training under the 
provisions of either the G. I. Bill 
or the law providing for rehabilita- 
tion of disabled veterans, these 
men are at the Naval Gun Fac- 
tory, Naval Research Laboratory, 
Naval Torpedo Station and the 
Naval Observatory. While serv- 
ing then - apprenticeship, they re- 
ceive the regular apprentice pay 
plus the subsistence allowance or 
pension td which they are entitled 
by law, so long as the total amount 
does not exceed the beginning 
wage of the job for which they are 
training. 

Enrolled for training under the 
provisions of either the G. I. Bill 
or the law providing for rehabilita- 
tion of disabeled veterans, these 
men are at the Naval Gun Factory. 
Naval Research Laboratory, Naval 
Torpedo Station and the Naval 
Observatory. While serving their 
apprenticeship, they receive the 
regular apprentice pay plus the 
subsistence allowance or pension 
to which they are entitled by law, 
so long as the total amount does 
not exceed the beginning wage of 
the job for which they are train- 
ing. 

Under the recently-amended 
law, veterans training under the 
Servicemen's Readjustment Act of 
1944 get a monthly living allow- 
ance of $90 if they have depen- 
dents, $65 if without dependents; 
disabled veterans in training un- 
der Public Law 16 get a minimum 
monthly pension of $115 with de- 
pendents, $105 without, plus al- 
lowances for individual depen- 
dents. 

The Veterans Administration is 
working out similar plans with 
other Government agencies, and it 
is expected that additional ap- 
prentice training programs will be 
operating soon. The Department 
of Agriculture will make such 
training available in the near fu- 
ture, and negotiations also are un- 
derway with the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing of the Treas- 
ury. Veterans training for these 
Government jobs may, upon suc- 
cessful completion of the course, 
be appointed to the job provided 
they qualify under Civil Service 
requirements, or they may take 
simihar jobs in private industry. 

The 160 veterans currently in 
training are making better-than- 
satisfactory progress, and only one 
has been dropped to date. 

Veterans desiring on-the-iob 
training should contact either the 
Regional Office of the Veterans 
Administration at 300 Indiana 
Ave., N. w., or the personnel of- 
ficer of the agency in which they 
wish to train. Courses may con- 
sist solely of on-the-job training 
or may combine on-the-iob in- 
struction with studies at an edu- 
cational institution or a corres- 
pondence course.

Vets In Hospitals 
Practice Therapy 

42 Percent of Men in 
Administration Units 
Have Occupations 

Forty-two per cent of the pa- 
h£J& \ n Veterans Administration 
hospitals during November were 
engaged in some sort of occupa- 
tion as part of their treatment 
according to figures released from 
a study made of 63 hospitals. 

ihese statistics showed 31,460 
patients in hospitals engaged on 
occupational therapy projects 
such as shoe repairing, wood and 
^Z w . orkln s. sewing, farming 
oi gaidemng, weaving and numer- 
ous other jobs prescribed by their 
doctors. There were 74,894 pa- 
tients hospitalized in these 63 hos- 
pitals during the mon.li 

In November, 297 occupational 
therapy- aides were in the hospi- 
tals and 90 other assistants work- 
ed with them. Each day during 
November, this group directed aii 
average number of 9,690 patients 
??^,n ad , e enert »l supervision of 
17.432 other patients. In neuro- 
psyclnatric hospitals, 56.6 pe- 
cent of the patients participated, 
in tuberculosis hospitals, 34.4 per 
cent, and in general medicine and 
surgery hospitals, 11.8 per cent. 

VA officials pointed out that pa- 
tients in the latter type hospitals 
generally underwent shorter 
periods of treatment and had less 
opportunities to participate in oc- 
cupational therapy projects. 

In an effort to rehabilitate vet- 
erans in neuropsychiatry hospi- 
tals, 8,926 patients assisted in 
keeping up their own wards and 
1,799 worked in the dining rooms 
or kitchens. These activities are 
under general supervision of occu- 
pational therapy aides and are 
prescribed by doctors. In addi- 
tion, 3,650 neuropsychiatry pa- 
tients underwent habit training 
or work projects which would tend 
to rehabilitate habits which had 
deteriorated during the progress 
of their disease.

Despite this, the smaller liberal 
arts colleges report that they have 
ample facilities for thousands of 
students and that these are not 
being utilized to the fullest extent. 

Results of a survey of conditions 
in more than 1,200 colleges and 
universities showed that 41 per 
cent of the more than 100,000 vet- 
erans studying under the Service- 
men's Readjustment Act of 1944 
are enrolled in 38 of the larger and 
better-known schools. In pre-war 
years, these 38 schools had ap- 
proximately 25% of the total stu- 
dent enrollment. 

Tlie December enrollment of the 
A mem- j i 200 schools surveyed was about 
936,000. VA officials said with 
capacity estimated at 1,336,000 — 
a difference of only 500,000. Offi- 
cials of the schools estimated that 
by mid-1946 they wohld be able 
to handle a total of approximate- 
ly 1,437,000 students, an addition 
to 101,000 over December capacity. 

Of the 936.000 students enrolled 
in the schools, eleven per cent 
were attending under the Service- 
men's Readjustmnt Act or Public 
Law 16 (for disabled veterans). 

Most schools have "ceilings" on 
the number of students they can 
handle and this will tend to keep 
both veterans and regular studets 
on waiting lists for some time 
once the capacity lead is reached,, 

There have been no reports erf 
discrimination against veterans. 
VA officials said. In fact, many 
schools are giving ex-servicemen 
preference when it comes to en- 
rolling. 



Survey Shows Vets 
Stand High In AH 
Colleges Attended 

Grades Are Equal to 
Or Better Than Other 
University Students 



Grades of the average veteran 
going to school under the Service- 
men's Readjustment Act of 1944 
(the G. I. Bill) are "equal to" and 
in many instances "a little better 
than" those of other students, it 
was revealed by a survey conduct- 
ed among American colleges and 
universities and other training 
institutions by the Education and 
Training Service of the Veterans 
Administration. 

For instance, at Hinds Junior 
College, Raymond, Miss., only .8% 
of the ex-G. I. students complet- 
ing their education there turned 
in failing grades, compared with a 
7% failure among other students. 
At Auburn University, Auburn, 
Ala., where 400 veterans are en- 
rolled, married veterans are tak- 
ing the lead in scholastic stand- 
ings. 

At the University of Maryland 
Dental School, veterans in the 
freshman and sophomore classes 
made grades averaging 83.31% as 
contrasted with 82.72% by other 
students. 

The Academy of Beauty Cul- 
ture, St. Petersburg, Fla., report- 
ed: "Veterans appear to be more 
alert and thorough than the non- 
veteran group, motivated by keen 
desire to enter full time employ- 
ment or self-employment as 
quickly as possible." Of the 87 
veterans taking training at this 
institution, almost all are former 
WACS, WAVES, SPARS, or wom- 
en Marines. 

Purdue University. Lafayette, 
Ind., reported: "Veterans make a 
much better record because they 
are more mature. They are de- 
termined to do the things they 
want to do, they have learned how 
to cooperate and they have a very 
definite goal in mind." 

The Georgetown University 
School of Medicine and Dentistry, 
Washington, D. C, was one of the 
few schools reporting that vet- 
erans' grades, on the average, 
were not above those of non-vet- 
eran students. Veterans in 
Georgetown Medical School had 
average grades of 80.95 %, com- 
pared with 82.11%, set by non- 
veterans. In the practice of den- 
tistry in the Dental School vet- 
erans' grades averaged 77.67%, 
compared with 78.23% recorded 
by regular students. 

At the Emory University School 
of Dentistry, Atlanta, Ga„ G. I. 
freshmen turned in grades which 
averaged 85.06% against an 
84.25% average by non-veteran 
students. 



Bills (H. R. 2987 and S. 878) 
have been introduced in Congress 
to carry out the 1945 American 
Legion national convention resolu- 
tion for the inclusion of World 
War n veterans within the Social 
Security laws for old-age and sur- 
vivors' insurance on the basis of 
$160 per month for the period of 
their war service. 



The Veterans Administration 
needs 3,600 doctors to operate its 
medical service and has only 2.200, 
of whom 1.700 are on reserve stat- 
us and but 600 plan to continue in 
their present capacities, according 
to a report of Maj. Gen. Paul R. 
Hawley, acting surgeon general of 
the VA of The American Legion.

THE COUNCIL OF THE BOROUGH OP 
NARBERTH DOES ORDAIN; 

SECTION 1. Article III, Section 301, 
Subsection 2 and Article VI, Section 
601, Subsection 3 of the Zoning Ordi- 
nance as amended and supplemented by 
Ordinance No. 343, approved the fourth 
day of January, 1940 classifying, regulat- 
ing and restricting the height and size 
of buildings and other structures and 
land for trade. Industry, residence and 
other purposes: establishing the bound- 
aries of districts lor said purposes: and 
providing fines and penalties for vio- 
lations; so as to lessen congestion in the 
streets, secure safety from fire, panic

AN ORDINANCE 
LEVYING TAXES AND ADOPTING A 
BUDGET FOR THE FISCAL YEAR OF 
1946. AND RELATING TO OTHER 
FISCAL MATTERS OF THE BOROUGH 
OF NARBERTH: 

THE COUNCIL OF THE BOROUGH 
OF NARBERTH DOES ORDAIN: 

SECTION 1. That the tax rate of tire 
Borough for the fiscal year of 1946 be 
fixed at eighteen ($.018) mills on each 
dollar of assessed valuation levied 
against all property and male persons 
subject to Borough taxation; thirteen 
and three hundred fifty-one thousandth 
($.013351) mills thereof for General Bor- 
ough purposes, one ($.001) mill of which 
to be applied toward new fire appar- 
atus; three (S.003) mills thereof for 
Fire Protection; one and ninety-four 
thousandths ($.001094) mills thereof to 
pay Electrical Debt service and Sinking 
Fund levies; five hundred fifty-five 
thousandths ($.000555) of a mill for 
Ccuncilmanlc Debt Service and Sinking 
Fund levies; provided If either the Fire 
Protection levy, the Electrical or Coun- 
cilmanlc Sinking Fund and Debt Ser- 
vice levies shall not be sufficient, the 
additional funds therefore arc hereby 
appioprlatc from the General Fund; 
and provided further, that revenues for 
Debt Service or other special taxes shall 
■be deposited as special funds for those 
purposes. 

SECTION 2. That the taxes herein 
levied are available for expenditures 
In the adopted budget or Its supple- 
ments for the year 1946 as set forth in 
the minutes of Council, which budget 
Is hereby adopted and shall be kept on 
file, for public Inspection in the office 
of the Secretary. 

SECTION 3. That no work shall be 
ordered or materials purchased unless 
authorized by an order on the regular 
requisition form. All bills must be ap- 
piovcd for payment by the Finance 
Committee, and be paid by checks 
drawn by the Borough Treasurer, at- 
tested by the Borough Secretary and 
approved by the President of Council.
